Claims 5, 7, and 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest a method for preparing an anode active material for a 
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lithium secondary battery comprising the step of producing a complex composed of Si 
particles and an oxide surrounding the Si particles by mixing a silicon oxide and a material 
having a negative oxide formation enthalpy as claimed comprising Al by a mechanochemical 
process or subjecting them to a thermochemical reaction to reduce the silicon oxide, and 
subsequent steps as claimed in independent Claim 5.
